of those Orders purchase or acquire in any urban district any ^working 
house or houses which on the fifteenth day of December last eIass - 
were occupied either wholly or partially by thirty or more persons 
20 belonging to the working class as tenants or lodgers or except 
with the consent of the Local Government Board any house or 
houses which were not so occupied on the said fifteenth day of 
December but have been or will be subsequently so occupied.

Bor the purposes of this section the expression “house” 
means any house or part of a house occupied as a separate dwelling

families and persons other than domestic servants whose income 
does not exceed an average of thirty shillings a week and the 
families of any such persons wiio may be residing witli them.
